1. Every officer authorized to grant receipts shall be provided with a certificate of his 
authority to collect, and every such certificate shall bear the seal of the Municipality and the 
signature of the Chairman. Every collecting officer at the time of demanding payment shall 
be bound to show this certificate if required. 

2. Every person required in writing to furnish any schedule or return which the 
Commissioners may lawfully require him to furnish, shall send such schedule or return to 
the office of the Commissioners within one week from the date of the service of the requisi- 
tion, in the manner described in section 367 of the Act. Any person failing to do so shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding Rs. 5 for the omission, and to a penalty not exceeding 
Rs. 2 for every day the omission shall after warning continue. Any person submitting a 
false or ineorrect schedule or return shall be liable to a penalty of Rs. 20, provided that 
‘nothing in this bye-law shall be held to prevent the institution of a criminal prosecution 
under the Penal Code should the facts appear to warrant such a proceeding. 

8. Payment of purchase money for property sold, and delivery of the property, 
shall be made immediately after the sale; and if the purchaser fail to pay the full amount 
of his bid, it shall be lawful for the distraining officer, at bis discretion, to sell the 
property again on the same or any other day, and the first purchaser shall, in such 
case, be responsible to the Commissioners for any loss which shall be recoverable as a debt 
due to them.

Wirn reference to your Circular No. 182, of the 3rd September last, and in the Chairman’s 
absence on tour, I have the honor to submit herewith the annual account of the District 
Road Fund of Kurdwan for the past year, from lst October 1874 to 30th September 1875, 
together with a copy of the report submitted by the Audit Committee upon examination of 
the District Road Fund account, copy of the Chairman’s memorandum thereon, and copy of 
the proceedings of the Committee which finally passed the accounts. I express my regret at 
the delay which has occurred in submitting this report and the accounts to you. The delay 
is due in a great measure to the want of a quorum atthe meeting called for the 13th 
December 1875 to appoint a sub-committee for audit of the accounts. Notice of an 
adjourned ‘meeting was issued, and the accounts were scrutinized and passed by the 
sub-committee at their meeting held on the 6th instant. The accounts were finaily approved 
by the Committee at a meeting on the 20th instant.

Regarding the revenue from tolls, the Chairman directs me to enter in this place the 
following remarks :—“ With regard to the revenue from tolls, it may be a question whether 
it onght not to be abandoned altogether now that road cess is levied, The turnpikes are, 
I think, always abolished in England when the rate for roads is levied. I should be glad 
to see tolls abolished. They only yield Rs. 8,000 or 9,000 a year, and the system never has 
worked satisfactorily in this country.” 

4. Expenditure—The total expenditure in cash and value of grain, shown in account 
during the year under report, was Rs. 1,91,102-5-10. The large apparent increase over 
the sanctioned budget estimate was on account of Rs. 1,185-15-5 spent in cash and 
Rs. 1,24,843-5-2, the value of 41,614 maunds 16 seers 15 chittacks of Government rice, spent ou 
relief-works, started for the most part in 1873-74, but not adjusted in account until 1874-75. 
Of the above sum, Rs. 34,116-1-4 was adjusted and charged to several roads by the Executive 
Engineer in November 1874 and in January 1874; Ks. 1,185-15-5 was adjusted in January 
1875; and Ks. 90,727-3-10 was adjusted in September 1875, by charging the amount against 
the road on which the grain was spent by the sub-divisional officers. The total amount 
of expenditure in cash and grain against each road is shown in No. 6, Part IL of the annual 
accounts. The progress made during the past year in respect of works regularly undertaken, 
and the expenditure actually incurred in cash for each work, will be shown in this report, 
The total of adjustments shown above is Rs. 1,25,979-4-7. Deducting this from 
Ks. 1,84,698-2-9, the total of expenditure on original works and repairs, as shown in the annual 
account, the balance is Rs. 58,718-14-2. The expenditure of Rs. 58,250-14-2 is accounted 
for in the present report, and the balance, Rs. 468, represeuts the salaries of malees attached 
to the several inspection bungalows. 

5. On collection of revenue and Committee’s control.—The expenditure under this head 
was Rs, 4,387-18-0, of which Rs. 3,581-6-9 was spent on establishment under the Road Cess 
Deputy Collector, and Ks. $06-6-3 on Vice-Chairmau’s oflice establishment. The expendi- 
ture on account of road cess establishment exceeded the provision (Ks. 2,376) made in 


the budget by Rs  1,205-6-9.

3. Ferries.—Only Rs. 5 was spent for ferries during the year. This sum was a payment 
to the farmer for cutting approaches to the Cutwa ferry in 1872-73. From last year a clause 
has been inserted in the kabuliats executed by the farmers binding them to execnte all 
necessary repairs themselves. All the ferries are tolerably well supplied with boats. Three 
ghats, viz. Dewangunge, Gyaspore, and Miraapore, were re-settled ; the former two at a loss 
of Rs. 107-7-9 and Rs, 213 respectively, the last-mentioned at the original rate of jumma: 
The farms were on the whole managed satisfactorily. Only one complaint was mad¢; the 
result was a fine of Rs. 10 ov the izardar of Sudderghat ferry for delaying to cross the mails. 

9. Village and Minor roads.—No estimates for work in the way of village and minor 
roads were passed during the year. Up to February 1875, however, some of the sub-divi- 
sional officers were engaged in constructing roads of this description ; some of them com- 
menced in 1873-74.

I wave the honor to submit the following annual report on the operation of the 
Bankoora District Road Fund during the past year, from 1st October 1874 to 30th 
September 1875. 

2. The following gentlemen were members of the committee during the year under 
review, and the subjoined table shows the number of meetings each attended :—

8. It will be observed that not a single member was absent from all the meetings, 
although many attended only once or twice. It was my object in recommending the 
nomination of members of the committee in 1872 that all parts of the district should be 
represented, and this object, I think, was fairly enough attained ; but it cannot be said that 
the interests of all parts of the district were with equal fairness represented by the 
appearance at the meetings of the committee of gentlemen living in, or having local 
knowledge of, those parts. 

4. There were three additions to the list of members during the year, viz., Baboo 
Juggobundho Khan, Nobin Chundra Chatterjee, and the Executive Engineer, Midnapore 
Division, the former of whom was elected Vice-Chairman at a meeting held on the 24th 
September 1875. 

5. There were nine meetings of the committee during the year under report, at which 
an average of six members attended. 

6. The following are the principal subjects which engaged the attention of the 
committee during the year. 

7. The committee resolved at a meeting consisting of six members, held on 8th Decem- 
ber 1874, to levy during the year the maximum rates of cesses, so that the roads that had 
been undertaken during the late scarcity might be proceeded with and completed as far 
as possible. All the members without dissent agreed to the maximum rates. 

8. The estimate of income and expenditure for the year under report had been 
prepared by the committee at a meeting held on the 15th August 1874, The receipts were 
estimated at Ks. 43,550. The actual receipts were Rs. 19,615. The diminution in the 
actual receipt, compared with the original estimate, was due to the estimate having been 
framed before the completion of the road cess assessment. The actual expenditure was 
Rs, 1,01,208-14-11, including Rs. 43,496-9-6 for grain. 

9. No new lines of road were opened during the year under report. Of the sum of 
Rs. 98,820-6-9 expended under the head of original works, Rs.65,522-14-9 (including 
Rs. 48,496-9-6 on account of Government grain) were paid for works done during the 

ear 1875-74, but for which no payment could be made until after the expiry of the year, and 
. 27,797-8-0 were spent on the current year’s work. Of this sum Rs, 11,308-3-0 were 
_ paid as compensation for lands taken up for roads executed during the late famine, and of the 
remaining Rs. 16,489-5, the sum of Rs, 2,555-13-9 were spent on the manufacture of bricks 
for constructing culverts on the road from Ondah to T'aldangra, Meliara to Burjora, Dalpur 
~ to Mohishna, Mejia to Morulu, and Kastholia to Mejia; and Rs. 13,935-7-3 on culverts 
“constructed on the first seven miles of the road from Bankoora to Taldangra, on the nine aud 
a half miles of the road from Belialor to Burjora, and on the last five miles of the road from 
jiato Morulu; ten large culverts have also been constructed on the road from Chatna to 
ae Syed and on to Kustholia. Nothing besides the above was done towards completing the 
which had been left unfinished after the relief operations were over. 
10. A sum of Rs. 9,063 was estimated for under the head of repairs to the existing 
and bridges, but only a sum of Rs. 2,913-11 could be spared in that direction. Mere

1l. New lines of roads were opened in different parts of the district with a view to 
give employment to labourers during the late famine. As these were entirely relief works, 
the committee very reasonably hoped to reccive grants from Government sufficient to meet 
their entire cost. These expectations were not, however, fulfilled, and the committee are 
now in considerable pecuniary difficulties. 

12. With the small income at their disposal, they feel it very hard that they should be 
unable to complete even the most necessary works, their funds being swallowed up by havin 


to pay for the land taken up for roads, which they certainly would not have constructed had 


their wishes only been consulted. 
13. There is now a large deficit outstanding against the committee’s fund, viz. 
Rs. 12,869-11, by meeting which the committee must, unless aided by Government, leave 


. very necessary works undone. This will involve serious loss, as the longer roads are left 


unfinished the more expensive will be their future restoration. 

14, The Dalkesswar ferry worked fairly during the raius. 

15. The toll-gates on the several roads of the district were managed by their farmers 
in a satisfactory manner during the year under review. 

16. The accounts were examined by the Audit Committee specially appointed for the 
purpose. ‘The accounts were carefully scrutinized and checked by W. H. Cornish, &sq., 
J. L. Reuss, Esq., Baboo Kanti Ohundra Chatterjee, assisted by the Vice-Chairman, Baboo 
Juggobundho Khan. 

Report of the Audit Committee is annexed :— 

“We, the undersigned members of the road cess committee appointed under Section 
88 of the Road Cess Act to examine the District Road fund accounts, beg leave to report 
that we have examined the said accounts and found them to be correct.

Mr. W. B. Christie was in executive charge of this district from Ist October 1874 
to 80th March 1875, The committee are much indebted to him for his zeal and energy.

District Road Fuud during the cess year ending 30th September 1875. f ot 

2. The Road Cess Act was introduced into this district in August by Government ake 


<— 


notification dated 7th July 1874, but the preliminary steps to effect valuations only 
commenced from October 1874. During the year under review no cess under Act X of 1871 
on land or houses was therefore levied, but a sum of Rs. 1,602 was realized from defaulters 
on account of fines under Section 10 of the Act. 

8. Though the Road Cess Department is busy in making valuation of estates and 
tenures since the beginning of the year, yet there is still remaining much to be done. Up 
to the 30th September 1875 a valuation of about 13 lakhs only was completed, against an 
estimated value of 50 lakhs for the entire district ; still this includes a large proportion of the 
necessary steps for valuing the remainder, and as a fact, at least half the work had been done 
by the close of the cess year. ‘To bring this valuation work to a conclusion at an earlier 
date, a new section of writers has recently been entertained, with the Board’s sanction, in 
addition to the four sections already engaged. 

"4, Up to the end of July 1875 the management of the District Road Fund was at 
the Savceal of the road committee formed under Government Resolution No. 1009 of the 
28rd February 1872. On the 28th July a road cess committee consisting of the following 
members was constituted :—

6. The only change that has oceurred in the members of the committee since is, that ' 
Mr. Reily, District Superintendent of Police, was transferred from this district, being se 
by Major Hitchens. 

7. The annual accounts annexed to this report have been examined and passed by a 
sub-committee formed for the purpose agreeably to Section 88 of the Act, consisting of 
three members, viz., A. D. Larymore, Esq., Baboo Gooroo Churun Dutt, and Baboo Nabeen 
Chunder Naug, 

%. It will be seen from the annual accounts that the aggregate total income of the ~ 
fund during the year under report, including the Government grant and the unexpended 
balance of the preceding year, was Rs. 58,221, and that a eum of Rs. 4,501 was overdrawn 
from the treasury in excess of this income in order to meet the cost of establishment - 
employed in the Cess Department. 

9, The cyclone relief fund committee of this district contributed a sum of Rs, 11,081-1-9 
for relief work to be carried out under the committee on some of the district roads of 
this district, and even more work to relieve distress seemed necessary than the committee 
could afford to supply. This sum has been treated in the annual accounts as a receipt and 
credited to the fund under the head of “ miscellaneous,” 

10. The roads and the work done on each are reported on as follows inthe order they 
appear on the old list, the budget and annual accounts of last year having been drawn out 
according to that list. ° 

Road No. I, from Gurbetta to Ramgurh.—This is a fair-weather road; it has been 
bridged throughout its whole length, with the exception of a khfl near Ramgurh. Ir con- 
uects Gurbetta with the interior, and is 26 miles in length. 

In the year under review a sum of Rs. 1,000 in all was allotted for the ordinary repai 
of the road, and for repairing the damages “caused by the late cyclone (of the 15th Outsber 
1874). Of ‘this sum Rs. 784-3-6 has been disbursed up to the end of September )875¥0n 
the under-mentioned works :— 


lst.—Surface repairs to the road up to the 19th mile were executed, and the embank- 
ment of the road in a few places raised. The three large breaches caused 
by the cyclone on the 3rd and 5th mile of the road were filled up, and turfing 
work on the Ist, 3rd, 5th, and 7th mile, in places where urgently needed, was 
also executed, 
2nd.—Certain places on the 3rd and 5th mile, which used to become very muddy 
during the rains, have been metalled with laterite, and the 7th mile of the 
road was thoroughly repaired. ' 
3rd.—The waterway of a culvert on the 3rd mile of the road at Amlagorah not being 
sufficient, another culvert of one span of eight feet was constructed close 
by the said culvert. 
In the budget for the current year 1875-76 a sum of Rs. 600 has been provided for 
ordinary repairs of the road and its existing brid - 
Road No. II, from Ladhassye to Binpore.—This is one of the most important roads in 
the jungle mehals of this district, being the direct route from Midnapore to Chyebassa (for 
the first 15 miles). After the 18th mile, while this road continues on to Purihatti and 
Chyebassa, a branch goes off to Binpore, which by faulty classification has been called the 
main road, and the main road treated asthe branch. The committee have now corrected 
this classification. To Binpore the entire road is 25} miles in length. Traffic on this road | 
is great, consisting of timber, oil-seeds, and all sorts of grain, coming chiefly from Chyebanss 4 
and the north-west jungle mehals. ee | 
The road has Leen metalled up to the 4th, and bridged fully up to the 7th mile. td %y 
order to construct additional culverts, asumof Rs. 4,075 was allotted in the budget under 
the head of “ original work ;”’ but the funds at the: disposal of the committee being low, it : 
was found necessary to divert the greater part of this amount to other important week i 
for their maintenance, and for repairing the damages caused to them by the cyclone 
of October 1874. A sum of Rs. 781-11-3 only has been spent on this road under this head, ;

* A sum of Rs. 5,500 has been provided in the budget for the above-mentioned works. 
Road No. III, from Dohiyuri to Purihatti, 74 miles in length.—This is a branch or rather, 

as above stated, the trne continuation of the above-mentioned road, going direct to Chyebassa. 

|. It is also under the Executive Engineer of the Midnapore Division. . 

| During the year under report surface repairs of the 28th, 29th, and 30th iniles, measur- 
ing from Midnapore, have been executed ; jungle of the 29th mile, on both sides of the road, 

| ~ about 80 feet m breadth on each side, has been cleared off, and three culverts of the line 
have been completely plastered, The tops or crests of eight bridges were covered with earth, 
and materials worth about Ks. 254 were collected and manufactured. 

The total expense incurred on the above-mentioned work was Rs 869-3-9. Of this sum 
the = of materials has been shown in the annual accounts under the head of “ original 

» work.” 

: In the “ revised list of roads and bridges” submitted with this office No. 505 of 28th 

1875, this road has not been shown as a separate one, but a continuation of road 
No. II; and the budget estimate for the current cess year having been drawn out in the order 
of the revised list, the estimsted cost of repairing this road has not been shown in a separate 
item, but included in the amount previded for the main line of road, the road from Dohijuri 
to Binpore being treated as the branch. 

Road No. LV, from Chundercona to Amlagorah, 16 miles long.—This road is a very 
important one on account of the traffic to Ghattal and Ramjibunpore from the north-west of 
the district and south-east portion of Manbhoom and Bankoora, The traffic consists 
chiefly of tintber, charcoal, molasses, oil-seeds, sal leaves, and all other sorts of jungle produce, 
which are conveyed to Ghattal, the great centre of commerce in those parts of the country ; 
and in return salt, tobacco, English cloth, thread, &c., are carried back. It is under the 
supervision of Mr. Stevenson, a Manager of Messrs. Watson &. Oo., as it connects his 
sudder factory at Amlagorah with the out-factory at Chuttergunge, and the repair works 
¢earried out by that gentleman are as follows :— 

Petty repairs executed on the 1st and 2nd mile of the road, in filling up holes and gaps 
and dressing the surface. The road and side slopes of the 3rd, 6th, 7th, 9th, 10th, 11th, and 
12th miles having been greatly injured by the cyclone, earth to the average depth of about 
one foot has been thrown over the roadway, and its surface dressed, From Sth to 12th mile 
the road has also been raised to an average height of one foot, and side drains on both sides 
of this portion of the road, in places where needed, have been excavated. 

The embankment of the road from 4th to the 5th mile-posts was formerly very high, 
and used as an embankment for irrigation purposes. By the late cyclone this post was

Besides the works detailed above, the under-mentioned works were pesca 
portion of the road from the District Road Fund, under the supervision of the district 
road committee, at acost of Rs, 822-8.

Petty repairs to the remaining portion of the line, from the Sth to the 23rd mile, in — 
filling in holes and gaps, were.executed. Breaches of the 7th, 9th, 10th, 12th, 18th, 14th, 
15th, and 16th mile, caused by the cyclone, were completely closed; the road about three 
miles in length, on the 9th, 10th, 11th, 12th, and 13th miles, raised on an average of 1} feet, 
and the crest of bridges from the 5th to the 23rd mile were covered with earth, 

The road from the 5th to the 8th mile-post is now in a very bad state of repair; the 
roadway of this portion of the road having fallen below the level of the adjoining 
country. ‘This portion of the road will be raised during the current year, and Be! repairs 
are to be executed in places where needed; a few bridges will also be repaired. The sum 
provided in the budget for these works is Rs. 1,200. ” 

Road No. VI, Burdwan road.—This is an important line of road running between 
Midnapore and Burdwan; its importance will be increased when the bead-quarters of a 
sub-division are fixed at Ghattal, as it will then form the main line of communication 
between Midnapore and the sub-division of Ghattal. Commencing from the temple of 
Juggurnath, in the town of Midnapore, the length up to the village of Hazeepore (which is 
the present furthest limit of the district on the north) is 35 miles, 2 furlongs, of which 
1 mile 2 furlongs is within the municipal limits. 

During the time under report the following work has been executed on the road :— 


1st.—The road was heavily breached on the 14th, 16th, 17th, and 23rd mile by the \ 
late cyclone. Save the breaches of the 23rd mile, all other breaches were 
filled in, and the road .made passable for carts and other kind of traffic up 
to the 22nd mile. The breaches of the 23rd mile were only partly filled up, 
as the committee at a meeting held on the Ist March 1875 determined to 
abandon about 7} miles of the road from the 22nd mile to the junction 
with the Ghattal and Chundercona road, in consequence of a new line of 
road from the 22nd mile being available direct to Chundercona (it had been 
opened in the year 1873-74 and was a relief road), Theside slopes of the 
places where new earth has been thrown were also turfed. i 
2nd.—A culvert of one span of four feet was wholly destroyed by the cyclone ; this cul- 
vert was re-constructed, and approaches on both sides of it were made and 
metalled. Two large pucca bridges and four wooden ones, which were also in- 
jured by the cyclone, were thoroughly repaired, Two spans of an old Marhatta 
bridge of four spans at Elahrgunge, on the 4th mile of the road, were broken 
down by the flood of June last. A temporary wooden bridge has been 
constructed at the place for the purpose of keeping up the communication of 
the road, and the pucca bridge will be replaced hereafter. 
8rd,—Plants and trees on both sides of the road are being grown, and the crest of 
four bridges with their approaches on both sides metalled. 
This road is also under the Executive Engineer of the Midnapore Division, and almost 
all the work detailed above was done under his supervision. \ 
The accounts of all the contractors, &c., of the road were not settled by the end of — 
September 1875. A sum of Rs. 1,778-10-4 only was adjusted, and that sum has been shown 
in the annual accounts against this road under the head of repair. Rs, 111-5-8 shown under 
the head of original work is on account of last year’s work. 
The sum of Rs. 2,150 provided in the budget for the current year will be spent

Road No. VI/, Noada road.—This road meets the provincial road to Caleutta, to which — 
it unites the town of Noada. It is 84 miles long, of which about one mile was once metalled. 
Noada is famed for its sugar manufacture, though its trade has much fallen off owing to — 
the prevalence of epidemic fever there for two years. eet 
The river Oossye passes the end of the road, where there is a ferry under the management 
of the local zemindar. pe 
Chiefly to afford employment to the labouring classes of the eastern part of the district, — 
the cyclone relief fund committee laid out a sum of Rs. 1,900 from the cyclone relief fun

For the current cess year 1875-76, Rs. 100 has been provided in the budget for the 
irs and maintenance of the road and its existing bridges. 
Road No. VIII, from Belda to Contai.—Of the local roads in the Contai sub-division 
* this is the most important ; it meets the provincial road to Cuttack at the village of Belda, 
and is the only line of communication between Midnapore and Contai. Its length from 
Belda to Contai is 35 miles 2 furlongs. ° 
It is a fair-weather road, almost entirely bridged throughout its whole length. Only 

one culvert in mile 7 is wanted, for which provision has been made in the budvet for the cur- * 

rent year. Of the two old culverts which were dismantled in the year 1874-74, one has very 
ee nearly been completed, and a temporary wooden bridge constructed over the other broken 

culvert for keeping up communication of the road. The inspection bungalow at Egra, 
on the 17th mile of the road, which was wholly destroyed by the cyclone, has also been 
partly re-constructed during the year. The remaining work of the bungalow, and of the 
culverts of the line, will be finished during the current cess year 
The repair work executed on the road during the year consists chiefly of surface repairs, 
* widening and raising the road in places, and petty repairs to some of the bridges of the 
road. The accounts of the Deputy Magistrate, &c., in charge of the road were not settled 
by the 30th September 1875. A sum of Rs. 278-1-9 only was adjusted during the year under 
the head of repairs, and Ks. 103-7-0 under that of original work. : 
The estimate in the budget for the year 1875-76 is for completing the three culverts of 
the road mentioned above, and for ordinary repairs to the road and its existing bridges. 

' Road No, IX, section I, from Contai to Tumlook, Kalinuggur section, 18 miles in length.— 

Section No. I is that portion of the road between Contai and Tumlook which lies within the 
Oontai sub-division, and is under the charge of the Sub-divisional Officer at Contai. 

From mile 1 to 10 the road has been thoroughly repaired, and is in fair aud passable 

} order. It needs raising in a few places between 12th and 15th miles, which will be done in 
the present year. T'wo masonry culverts, one in mile 4 and the other in mile 8, were 
re-constructed last year, but the cost of these constructions will be paid in 1875-76. Two 
more culverts are wanting in mile 8 and 7, for which provision has also been made in the 
present year’s budget. 

" Of the sum spent in repair work, only Rs, 233-2-0 was adjusted up to the end of 
September 1875.

Road No. 1X, section II, from Contai to Tumlook, Nurghaut section.—This is a portion of 
the above-mentioned line, which is in the sub-division of Tumlook, and is 20 miles and 
8 furlongs in length.

The amount provided in the present year’s budget will be spent in ordinary repairs of 
the road and of the bridges which were not repaired last year. me 
Road No. XII, Gope roads.—These roads are in, and in the vicinity of, the Midnapore 
stion, though outside municipal limits.

Road No XIII, from Kallaberiah to Satpatti, 94 miles long.—F¥or the present this is not 
an important road; but when the new lines of roads from Satpatti to Kantapaharee and 
Goaltore have been wholly constructed and bridged, it will then form part of. a principal or * 
direct line of communication between Midnapore and the jungle mehals of the northern 
part of the district. 


The road itself has not entirely been bridged as yet. In the previous year the first 
mile of it was metalled, but the metalling has now been worn out for want of repairs. 
During the year under report no work was done on this road; only the obstructions 
caused by the cyclone in blowing down trees, &c., were removed. The greater portion 
of the sum of Rs. 133-10-6 shown in the annual accounts against this road has been paid on 
account of work done in the year 1873-74, 


In the present year asumof Rs. 150 only bes been estimated for ordinary répairs of 
the road. * 


Road No. XIV, from Lodhasah to Mohapal, 94 miles in length.—This is also an import- 
ant road in the jungle mehals. Mohapal is the centre of trade for Gopibullubpore, a large 
producing thana in the south-west of the district; and this road connects this place 
with Midnapore. 


The road has not yet been.thoronghly bridged, and about half of its length requires to 
be raised and widened. For want of funds very little work has been done on this road 
during the year in question. Only a certain quantity of earthwork was executed. The bills 
of the contractor have been made over to the Executive Engineer of the Midnapore district 
for measurement and report. ’ 


The sum of Rs, 201-6-6 shown against this road under the head of original works is 
on account of work done in 1878-74, but paid in 1874-75. 

In the present cess year the road will be widened and raised as far as funds will allow, 
and some wooden bridges will be repaired. 


Road No. XV, from Khurgopore to Kessaree.—This is also one of the important roads in 
the jungle mehals of this district. It branches off from the Cuttack trunk road at 
Khurgopore, 44 miles from Midnapore, and terminates at Kessaree, a place known for its 
manufacture of tusser and tusser cloth, Its length from Khurgopore to Kessaree is 164 
miles. 


The road has not yet been fully bridged throughout its whole length, and is not 
passable for carts and other vehicles at all seasons of the year (about seven miles of it are still 
a mere track). 

During the year in question the breaches caused by the cyclone on the 10th, 12th, 
15th, 17th, and 18th mile of the road, as measured from Midnapore, were closed, and tem- 
porary cartways made round the broken bridges over the Netra and Hattigaria khals. Slopes 
on both the banks of the Kelraghai river, which intersects the road on the 15th mile, 
were cut and made easy for the passage of carts. The embankment of the road in places 
about three miles in length, on the 7th, 10th, 17th, 18th, 19th, and 20th mile, was raised and ~ 
widened. Jungle to the extent of nearly 14 miles in length and about 30 feet broad on 
each side of the road was cut and cleared off. 

A culvert of one span of four fect on the 12th mile, which was destroyed by the cyclone, 
was re-constructed, and its span enlarged from four to six feet. Two causeways of rough stone 
masonry work were also constructed. Three large bridges of the line injured by the cyclone 
have also been thoroughly repaired and partly re-constructed, 

Turfing work in places where new earth has been thrown was also done. 

The sccounts of the contractors, &c., of this road were not finally settled during the 
year, Ofthe sum of Rs. 2,719-3-6 shown in the annual accounts, about Rs. 1,100 was 
paid to a contractor on account of work done in the year 1873-74, and the rest paid 
for this year’s work. 

The sum of Rs. 2,500 provided in the budget for the current year will be spent chiefly 
in widening and raising the road. 

Road No. XVI, from Midnapore to Kamararah,—This is a portion of the old Bombay 
line, 47 miles long, of which 33 miles lie in this district, and are under the committee. 

The road was metalled in previous years up to the river Cossye, which intersects the 
road on the 6th mile 2 furlongs. In 1873-74 a distance of about four miles, from the 18th 
mile-post towards Midnapore, was metalled, and a further length of two miles from the other

Pan No. XVII, from Contai to Kookrahatti.—This is the postal route from Calcutta 
4 to Contai. Sc 
. The road up to Khedgree has been made passable during the year. The damages caused 
by the cyclone were repaired, and a portion, about 700 feet in lengtn, raised. Some bridges 
of the line were also repaired, and a culvert, totally destroyed by the cyclone, re-constructed. 
The total expense incurred by the District Road Fund on the above-mentioned work is 
". Rs. 415-11-3, but the amount adjusted up to the 30th September 1875 was Rs. 95-9 only. 

During the present year only petty repairs to the road will be executed, 

Road No. XVII, from Balighai to Jelassore.—This is a very important road in the Contai 
sub-division, being much used by the rice traders from Balasore to Balighai as a route to 
Qaleutta. Traffic is considerable on the road. Goods brought from Calcutta by boats are 
@nloaded at Balighai, and thence carried to those districts over this road by means of carts 
and pack-bullocks. . 

The road is a kutcha one, having pucca bridges throughout its whole length. During 
the year under review, the injuries caused to the road and its bridges by the cyclone were 
repaired. 'The inspection bungalow at Mohunpore, on the 11th mile of the road, with its out- * 
offices was thoroughly repaired. The repair works were not all tinished at the close of the 
year, but were carried on and completed after its close, The expenses incurred to the end of 
September only have been shown in the annual return. 

The road needs only ordinary repairs, for which provision has been made in the budget 
for 1875-76. 

Road No XIX, from Panchcoorah to Tumlook, 16 miles long —This isa metalled road, 
bridged throughout. The metalling of the whole line of road has almost wholly been worn 
out, but as the traffic on this road has been greatly reduced since the opening of the canal 
from Oolooberiah to Midnapore, the road need not now be re-metalled, Last year some 
earthwork was executed in raising the earthen sides, repairing the side slopes, and filling 
up gaps and holes caused by the cyclone. All the bridges of the line were also thoroughly 
repaired. The expense incurred on the road during the year was Rs. 1,000-14-5; of this 
amount Rs. 75 was paid on account of last year’s work, Rs, 217 on account of compensa- 
tion of land taken for the diversion of Tumilook road approach, and the balance ou present 
year’s work. 

During the current year the road and its bridges will be maintained. 

Road No. XX, from Ghattal to Chundercona, 16 miles in length.—This is also one of the 
most useful and important roads of the district. The traffic on it is great. Ghattal, which is 
witbin tidal limits, is the commercial centre of the north-eastern parts of the district, and 
j the road connects Ghattal with Chundercona and Kheerpoy, which are also principal seats of 
' trade in that part of the country. 

The road is under the Exceutive Engineer of the Midnapore Division since the year 
1872-73. During the year under report a snmof Rs, 15,051-15-3 has been spent by that 
officer both oa original and repair works, and his report on the road is as follows :— 

«The work done by this Department in the Ghattal and Chundercona road is the 
new metalling of 9th, 10th, 11th, and portion of 12th mile. The metalling of the entire 
length of toad (viz., 14 miles) and construction of culverts and a causeway at Munsatolla 
have since been completed, with the exception of a small portioa of work in the deviation of 
8rd mile of the road remafning to be done, and which will very shortly be completed. As 
soon as this is done, the road will then be entirely completed and made over to the District 
Road Office.” 

The rest of the work referred to above has since been completed, and the Executive 
Engineer, after inspecting the road, will submit completion report to this office, 

: The sum of Rs. 2,900 estimated in the budget for the current year will be 

necessary to maintain the road and its bridges during the year, 


) Road No. XXI, from Noada to -Ghattal, up to Nimtolla, 19 miles in length.—For 
want of funds no work was executed on the road during the*year in question. Only asum or 
Rs. J4-8-6 was spent in removing trees blown down by the cyclone. The sum of Rs, 225 
be entered in the budget for the year 1875-76 will be spent on ordinary repairs of the portion 
of the road constructed in the year 1878-74. 
Road No. XXII, Kheerpoy to Buddengunge ; No. XXIIT, Ramjibunpore to Chuttergunge ; 
No. XXXII, Chundercona to Kowapore. —During the year under report nothing was spent on 
these roads from the District Road Fund. To afford relief to the destitute, the cyclone 
relief committee laid out a sum of Rs. 1,572-3 from this fund in executing the repairs ‘of 
these roads, The work was done under the supervision of the Cyclone Relief Officer at 
Chundercona, and it consisted chiefly of earthwork and dressing. 
- Road No. XXIV, Keshpore to Narajole—This line of road was laid out in the 
aee.i8 to provide work for the poor, and out of eight miles of the road, six miles were 
in that year. During the year under review a further length of about |} miles 
wted, and the cost of this work, viz. Rs. 600, was met from the eyclone relief

These roads were made in the year 1873-74 in the north-western part of the district * 
for affording relief to the labouring classes, and partly constructed during the year, as shown 
in the statement given in the annual report for the year. In the year 1874-75 only turfing 
work in places where urgently wanted has been executed on the portions already constructed. , 


Road No. XXIX, Sugri to Jhargram.—This is also one of the famine roads opened in 

{ the year 1873-74 in the western parts of the district. It was constructed during the said 
year - to 64 miles from Jhargram (out of eight miles). This year the road has nearly been 

finished, and some temporary wooden bridges have been constructed at a cost of Rs. 472-11. 


In the present cess year the road and its wooden bridges will be repaired and maintained, 
and the small portion remaining will also be finished. 


No. XXX, from Gurbetia to Buddengunge and Koyapal.—This road is about 12 miles 
in length, of which only three miles were constructed in the year 1873-74. During the last 
year nothing has been done on this road for want of funds. 


No. XXX, from Satpatti to Kantapaharee, 13 miles long.—This is another new line of 
. road opened during the year 1873-74, on the north-western part of the district, in order to 
; provide labour for the poor. Save 24 miles, the whole line of road was constructed during 
' that year. In the year 1874-75 a sum of Rs. 603 has been paid on account of last 
h year’s work, and Rs. 100 spent in making approaches on both sides of the unbridged 
’ hals, and in doing petty repairs to the road. 
During the present year the road will be repaired and kept up. 


No, XXXIJIJ, from Satpatti to Goaltore, 12 miles in length.—This is also a new line of 
road commenced in 1873-74, anda sum of Rs. 1,500 was advanced to Mr. Anderson, 
: Manager of Messrs. Watson & Co., at Godapeasal, for its construction. Of this sum 
; only Rs. 87 was spent during that year in constructing about one mile of the road. The 
balance, Rs. 1,413, and a further sum of Rs. 175-13-10, were spent daring the year under 
report, and almost the whole of the line has been constructed. The line has not yet been 
bridged ; only one wooden bridge of three openings, each of 10 feet, was constructed (at the 
expense of Messrs. Watson & Co.) 
Road from Egra to Puttaspore, 84 miles in length.—This road has been newly constructed 
during the year in question from the cyclone relief fund, at a cost of Rs. 6,257-14-9, and 
taken on the road list of this Department. It requires raising in places, which will be done 






say > this year as far as funds will allow. Bridges, nine in number, are required for this road, of 

. which five have been completed and one commenced. ‘Two new hits have been established 
along the line of the new road: one at Khar, and the other at Puttaspore. 

Ferries.—Under the head of ferries a sum of ‘Rs. 1,942-6-9 was spent during the year. 

With this expenditure three new horse boats and four new pansees were constructed, and one 
old boat and three pansees were repaired.

8. The following changes in the members took place during the year :— 


Mr. F. H. Pellew left India on furlough in February last, and Mr. A. Weekes, Officiating 
Magistrate and Collector, filled the office of Chairman for the remainder of the year. 

No Vice-Chairman was elected after Mr. Meres leaving the district in Apu 1875 on 
deputation. The Chairman, Mr. Weekes, undertook the duties of Vice-Chairman in addition. 

Mr. J. Peterson was a member for Howrah while acting for Mr. ‘I’. J. O. Grant. 

4. Fourteen meetings of the Commissioners were held during the year; the meetings 
were all held at Hooghly. This has been the custom hitherto, but it tells unfavourably on the 
southern part of the district. Mr. Pellew intended to have Sub-divisional Committees, and the 
expericnce of the current year shows that this must be done. 

5. No road cess was collected during the year, it having been suspended under 
Government orders No. 298, dated 5th February 1874, consequently all that the Road 
Cess Committee could do in the year towards the maintenance and repairs of the district 
roads was to carry on works which it was absolutely necessary to do by means of a loau 
received from Government of Rs. 25,000 under the Public Works Loan Act. 

6. All works during the year were carried out by the Pubhe Works establishment. 
cousisting of the Executive Enginecr®* in charge of the 
Hooghly and Howrah Public Works Provincial Division and 
his subordinates. This arrangement ceased with the close of the year. During the current 
year the Committee have their own District Engineer, the same officer as above. 

7. Roads under the District Road Committee.—The list of roads was declared under the 
law, but it will probably have to be modified on the next occasion, as it includes a few doubt- 
ful lines, and several not as yet deliberately determined on. ‘The district roads, as far 
as they go at present, form an excellent skeleton of communications radiating from the 
East Indian Railway. But the southern partof the Howrah division, representing nearly 
one-third of the area of the Hooghly-cum-Howrah road district, has hardly a morsel of road 
to boast of. Nothing could be done during the year under review to remedy this, and as no 
cess was collected the injustice was not felt. Kut ip the current year it has become matter 
of the first importance to devise some meaus consistent with the impracticable natare of the 
country for spending the collections to the satisfaction of the contributors, A large exten- 
sion of the village road system has been decided on, and the mectings have heen held occa- 
sionally at Howrah; but more permanent measures than this are found to be indispensable 
in order to secure a fair return to the people in the south. The creation of a Joint Com- 
mittee at Howrah with full power over its own budget is evidently the right course; the 
Howrah members at present take little or no interest in the management of the funds and 
get little accordingly.

9. Surface repairs.—No early surface repairs were done to the roads in this district 
owing to want of funds, but a few bad miles were dressed to some extent to render them 
more passable to traffic later in the season. ; 

10. Class I.— Other repairs.— Roads under the head of Class I were repaired as regards 
the metalling to some extent, but on three important roads of this class, namely Bydabatti to 
Bhola, Howrah to Juggutbullubpore, and Old Benares Roads, the estimates were sanctioned too 
late in the year to allow all the metal required to be collected, and consequently these 
roads were not repaired up to their requirements, or as far as funds permitted, specially 
the Bydaibatti and Bhola road. 

The remainder of the roads under this class were repaired as far as the funds and 
estimates of the ycar provided, and several miles of new coating were given to them, and 
the roads are generally in fair order, with the exception of the Pandua and Culna road, 
which still requires several miles of new coating to put the old metal ia order, and this 
will be done in the next year 

The repairs done to Class I of the roads repaired last year were nearly all metalling 
repairs ; a few repairs were done to culverts where very necessary, but to a small extent only, 
and little or no repairs were doue to the slopes of the roads. 

11. Class II.—The repairs done to Class II of roads repaired in the last year were of a 
very smail extent, and consisted chiefly of petty urgeut repairs to culverts and slopes of the 
roads to keep them passable to traffic. 

12. Classes IJ and IV.—The repairs to Classes III and 1V of the above roads were 
also of very small extent indeed. 

13. Original Works.— Under this head one mile of the Utturpara and Kalipore road 
was newly metalled with jhama metalling over brick soling. The work was not wholly 
completed within the year, owing to the late time when the estimate was sarctioned and 
the contractor’s delay in the work, and it has only been finally completed before the end 
of December. 

14. The other origival works were of minor extent, and consisted of making new 
culverts on the Dhoniakhali and Bhastara road, and a small timber bridge and culvert on 
the Dirdhungo and Durgarampore road. These were old roads on the legal list, and were 
partially renewed in the famine year, and these culverts were necessary to render them 
passable to traffic. 

15. Some small original works were commenced as relief works, but were speedily 
stopped. The work consisted of earthwork only over old tracks, two of which are borne 
on the legal list, and which it was intended to form into roads,

16. Works remaining unfinished at close of the year.—Nearly al! works sanctioned for 
the year remained unfinished at the close of the year, owing to the late date at which ‘the 
loan was received and works sanctioned ; but they were all nearly completed according to 
the estimates before December, with the exception of the repairs of the Bydaibatti feeder 
road, ou which a considerable saving was effected owing to failure in collection of jhama 
and stone metalling as estimated. There was also a saving on some other repair estimates 
for a similar reason, but of small extent. The original works sanctioned were all carried 
out according to the estimates before the end of December 1875. 

17. Stone metalling.—Enquiry was made into the success cf the stone metalling 


experiment begun in the last few years, and Mr, Wells reports :—‘ The stone laid down two 


years before appears to warrant the continuance of this mode of metalling on roads with 


heavy traffic in preference to brick metalling, and the substitution of stone for brick should: 


be yearly continued, as funds permit, on such road whenever stone can be laid down within 
four times the cost of brick, as such metalling will be more economical in the end.” 

1s. General condition of roads.—The culverts and small bridges on all roads are 
generally of very bad masonry, done under the old ferry fund system, and petty repairs to 


them are not therefore generally satisfactory, as must be the case in patching old bad masonry. 


It is a common thing to hear of the arch of an old culvert tumbling in, and hitherto it has 
been only repaired, as funds are too small to allow of renewal of the entire culvert, which 
should be done in future as far as possible in cases where the old masonry is very bad. 

The masonry culverts and bridges on a portion of the Old Benares Road are generally 
very bad indeed, and it will cost a good deal to put them in order, and little or othing has 
been done hitherto owing to the funds at disposal being more urgeritly required elsewhere. 


The section of roads generally is also bad, and the aligments of roads very bad, and there 
are no boundaries or records showing the land, if any, on either sides ‘belonging to the roads,

ignment ; but it is proposed, as the new system advances and funds j tact to take up 
the roads gradually in the order of importance, and re-align and section them properly, put 
all the culverts and bridges in thorough repair, and, in this re-sectioning the roads, long 
continuous side drains might be cut at reasonable distances from the berm of the road, and 
these would for the future not be allowed to be encroached on by the cultivators, Who have 
undoubtedly encroached in the case of every road on the pits originally made to form the 
roads, if any land was taken up for the roads at all. 

The difficulty of this question of keeping boundaries in future arises from the want 
of knowledge as to how the roads were originally made, and whether or not they were only 
_ tracks formed into roads without any surplus land being taken up or not; but I think it 

can be assumed that the right to keep as much land as is necessary to maintain the roads 
in proper order was understood when they were made, and continuous side drains are the 
only way of maintaining that understanding in future in want of any existing records of 
each road. 

No doubt the alignment and sectioning of the roads may be greatly improved as time 
goes on, but 1 do not think the present net-work of communications north of Howrah is 
anything to be ashamed of. 

The district will compare in this respect with some European countries, and is better 
supplied than others of them, The mofussil roads of Eygpt are not to be nemed with those 
of Hooghly. 

19. Tolls.—These show the most encouraging increase, especially after laying down stone 
metalling, the good surface of which tells on the wheeled traffic very rapidly compared to brick. 
Hackney carriages on springs drawn by pouies run now over the greater part of the district, 
while ten years ago such a thing was hardly to be seen out of the municipal limits. 


20. Canals.—The Gyghati Canal is the only one under the Commissioner. It has not 
been touched this year, and is suffering in consequence by silt ; its maintenance is altogether 
problematical, and the Engineer has this year taken the question up accurately with no very 
encouraging results. 

21. Future works.—The following original works were decided on during the year, and 
have made good progress, or been completed since. 

(a) A bridge over the Koontee river to carry the Mugrah and Meriah road, and which 
is much wanted, as the road is useless without a bridge, is proposed to be undertaken during 
the next year, and allowed for in the budget. 

(0) Continuing the stone metalling in place of brick metal on the Bydaibatti to Bhola 
road one further mile, and which has also been allowed for in the budget for 1875-76, which 
will make in all 8} miles stone metalled out of about 104 miles of road. 

(c) Continuing the metalling of the Utturpara and Kalipore road for another 2 miles, 
also allowed in the budget for 1875-76, w hich will make in all 3 miles metalled out of 4) miles 
of road. 

(@) Continuing the metalling of the Howrah and Juggutbullubpore road for another 
3 miles to make in all 7 miles metalled out of 14 miles of road ; also included in the budget 
for 1875-76. 

(e) Construction of five inspection bungalows in the district; also included in the 
budget. 

(f) Planting of trees on district roads, of which two avenues of 6 miles have lately 
been made as experiments on the Hooghly and Dhoniakhali and Hooghly Dwarbasiny 
roads, and it is considered that further continuance in such work to any extent should not 
be made until it is seen haw the present experiment answers. 

) The cleaning of the Baksi and Gyghati khal previously alluded to under the head 
of “Tolls” was not considered or proposed during the past year, but the question is to be 
opened during the next year. 

22. Future establishment,—The Committce have appointed Mr, Wells their District 
Engineer, with a suitable establishment of overseers, sub-overseers, and office. The 
Engineer’s services will cost the Committee Rs, 1,000 a month, inclusive of the payment to 
Government for the loan of this Public Works Officer, and of traveiling allowances. The 
Committee could not possibly afford to continue such high pay long, and the contract is for a 
short period only, sufficient, however, to enable the Engineer to place the work of the Committee 
on a sound footing for the future. Mr. Wells is doing this in a steady efficient way, which 
we hope will fully repay us in the long run. In the budget for the coming (current) year 
the whole cost of establishment (collection charges, Committee’s establishment charges, and 

bgineer’s establishment charges) is estimated to be 17 percent. on the total outlay 
- of about 14 lakhs, which cannot be considered high.

Wirn reference to your No. 1857 of the 2lst April, I have the honor to forward in 

Burdwan, Bankoora, Beerbhoom, Original the local improvement reports of the districts margin- 

and Midnapore. ally noted for the cess year 1874-75. The report from 
Hooghly, which has not yet been received, will be submitted separately. 


2. The Road Cess Act was in force in all the districts of this division, but the cess was 
collected only in Bankoora and Beerbhoom. In the district of Burdwan, owing to fever and 
scarcity, the cess was uot collected, and in Midnapore the valuations are not yet complete. 


8. The particulars called for in paragraph 10 of the Government Resolution No. 1286, 
dated 13th March 1876, regarding District Road Committees, are embodied in the statements 
which have since been received from the district officers and are attached to the district 
reports. ‘The Chairman of the Burdwan Road Committee reports that the non-official 
members took very little interest in the discharge of their functions.

In continuation of this office No. 101 of the 29th April 1876, and with reference to 
your No. 2223 of the 18th May, 1 have the honor to submit the Annual Administration 
Report of the District Road Fund of Hooghly-cum-Howrah for the cess year ending 30th 
September 1875. 

2. There were altogether fourteen meetings of the Road Cess Committee during the 
year under revicw, all of which were held at Hooghly. During the current year, however, the 
meetings of the Committee have occasionally been held at Howrah, From the remarks made 
by the Magistrate it appears that the interests of the people of the ‘southern portion of the 
district are not adequately represented, and I approve of the proposal to have a Joint Com- 
mittee at Howrah with full power over its own budget. : 


8. It will be seen that the road cess collections having been suspended under the 
orders of Government, the operations of the Committee during the year were only confined 
to those works for which there seemed to exist -absolute necessity, These works were 
carried on by means of a loaa of Rs. 25,000, which was granted somewhat late in the season 
by Government under the Public Works Loan Act. All the works of the Committee were 
oar ried out during the year by the officers of the Public Works Department under the 
supervision of the Executive Engineer, Mr. W. H. Wells, who is now the Oommittee’s 
Engineer. Most of the original works and repairs were not completed during the course of 
the year, owing to the estimates having been sanctioned too late in the season to admit of 
their timely execution, but it is reported that allof them were carried out before the end of 
December 1875. ‘The state of the roads, culverts, and bridges is not generally satisfactory, 
and I hope that as funds become available, the Committee will take steps to re-align and 
section the roads and put all the culverts and bridges in thorough repair, It is gratifying 
to find that the system of stone-metalling has been found so successful in increasing 
traffic, and consequently adding to the receipts from tolls. Nothing was done towards the 
village roads, but the Committee have decided on a large extension of the system during the —

The 25th September 1876.—It is hereby notified that, under Section 7 of Act XVI of 
1875, the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal has been pleased to prescribe the following cules 
for ascertaining and determining what spirit imported into British India shall be deemed to 
have Been effectually and permanently rendered unfit for human consumption :— 

1. Spirit imported into British India for use exclusively in arts, manufactures, or chemis- 
try, which has been rendered effectually and permanently unfit for human consumption, is 
subject only to an ad-valorem duty of ten per cent, under Article 32, Schedule A of the 
Indian Tariff Act XVI of 1875. 

2. Whenever such spirit is imported from the United Kingdom into any port of the 
Bengal Presideucy, before it can be admitted at the reduced rate of duty as aforesaid, the 
importer must satisfy the Collector of Customs at that port that the spirit has been rendered 
effectually and permanently unfit for human consumption, by the production of a 
certificate from a competent Customs or Excise authority of the United Kingdom that the 
spirit has already been subjected, under proper supervision in the United Kingdom, to a 
process by which it has been rendered effectually and permanently unfit for human 
consumption. 

8. If the importer cannot so satisfy the Collector of Customs, the latter shall cause 
such spirit to be examined, and, if necessary, rendered unfit for consumption in the manner 
hereinafter described as applicable to spirit imported from other countries than the United 
Kingdom. 

* Whenever such spirit as aforesaid is imported from other countries than the United 
Kingdom into any port of the Bengal Presideucy, the Collector of Customs at that port 
shall send a sataple of suoh spirit to the Chemical Nxaminer for examination and report, av 
the expense of the importer, and if the Chemical Examiner shall certify that the spirit has 
been rendered effectually and permanently unfit for human consumption, the Collector of 
Customs shall admit it at the reduced rate of duty. 

5. Whenever imported spirit is required to be rendered effectually and permanently 
unfit for human consumption dy officers of Customs Department, the ingredient to be used 
for admixture with the spirit shail be Caoutchoucine, and it shall be mixed with the spirit in 
the proportion of one and a half per cent. 

6. Under the Hoard’s sanction in each instance, Wood Naptha can be used instead of 
Caoutchoucine in special cases, where the latter ingredicut would damage the spirit so as to 
make it unsuitable for the purpose intended. 

7. The ingredient, however, before its admixture with the spirit, must be tested by the 
Chemical Examiner to Government, who must certify to the Collector of Customs that it is 
Caoutchoucine of the proper strength, fitted, if used iu the proportions mentioned in Rule 5, 
to effectually and permanently render unpalatable.aad unfit for human consumption the spirit 
with which it is mixed. ‘ 

8. Any expense which may be incurred by the Collector of Customs in rendering spirit 
unfit for human consumption, or in ascertaining that it has been so rendered, must be paid 
by the importer.

I am directed to forward, for the consideration of His Excellency the Viceroy and 
Governor-General in Council, an extract from a letter, dated 18th May 1876, regarding the 
solemnization of marriages by Methodist Episcopalian ministers. 

2. Under the Marriage Act (XV of 1872, Section 5,) marriages can be formed without 
licenses by persons “who have received episcopal ordination.’ Mr. Parker desives to be 
informed whether Methodist Episcopalian ministers fall within this category. 


Extract from a letter, dated 13th May 1876, from the Superintendent, Methodist Episcopalian 
Missions for Rohilkhand, to Secretary to Government, North-Western Provinces. 


May I also be permitted to ask one question. In the Marriage Act XV of 1872, 

rt I, paragraph 5, (1) (page 9), it is stated that “marriages may be solemnized in India ” 

(1) “by any person who has receired episcvpal ordination, provided that the marriage he solemnized 

according to the rules, rites, ceremonies, and customs of the church ef which he is a minister,” 

This cannot refer alone to the Church ct England and the Church of Rome, for in paré 

IV, paragranh 32—“Any person who has received episcopal ordination, but who is not a 
clergyman of the Church of England or of the Church of Rome,” is referred to. 

The ordained ministers of the ‘ Methodist Episcopal Church” in India have all received 
“episcopal ordination.” The form of ordination is the same, or nearly the same, as of the 
Charch of Exgland. Our ministers are all under the direction of the bishops of our Church, 
No one bat a bishop ean ordain to the ministry in our Church. Our cwn American Govern- 
ment accepts onr Church as episcopal. 

Hence, with the above clause in the law, and with these well-known facts concerning the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, are not all ministers of this Ciurch, who have been duly ordained 
by a bishop, authorized to solemnize marriages without any further license ? 

The importance of this question lies in the fact that frequent transfers all over India 
cause much correspondence as marriage registrars, while if by virtue of the Act we are 
authorized, having been duly episcopally ordained, then all this extra licensing and changing 
of licenses each year, as men are transferred, is useless. As all of our ordained ministers are 
members of conferences which meet annually, and also under the direction of a bishop, there 
could be no danger of abuse or looseness in this work, as our own law in our Church does not 
allow any one to solemnize marriages who is not a regularly ordained minister. 

As we are thus regularly episcopally ordained, we trust that Government may consider it 
expedient to allow us to solemnize marriages by virtue of our ordination, as our own Govern- 
ment does in the United States of America.

1, Every officer authorized to grant receipts shall be provided with a certificate of his 
authority to collect, and every such certificate shall bear the seal of the Municipality and the 
signature of the Chairman. Every collecting officer at the time of demauding payment shall 
be bound to show this certificate if required. OF 

2. Every person required in writing to furnish any schedule or return which the 
Commissioners may lawfully require him to furnish, shall send such schedule or return to 
the office of the Commissioners within one week from the date of the service of the requisi- 
tion, in the manner described in section 367 of the Act. Any person failing to do so shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding Rs. 5 for the omission, and to a penalty not exceeding 
Ris. 2 for every day the omission shall after warning continue. Any person submitting a 
false or incorrect schedule or return shall be liable to a penalty of Rs. 20, provided that 
nothing in this bye-law shall be held to prevent the institution of a criminal prosecution 

iy under the Penal Code should the facts appear to warrant such a proceeding. 

8. Payment of purchase’ money for property sold, and delivery of the property, 
shall be made immediately after the sale; and if the purchaser fail to pay the full amount 
of his bid, it shall be lawful for the distraining officer, at bis discretion, to sell the 
property again on the same or any other day, and the first purchaser shall, in such 
case, be responsible to the Commissioners for any loss which shall be recoverable as a debt 
due to them.

5, All persons now holding, or who may hereafter be appointed to, any office under the 
Commissioners shall, when required so to do, furnish good security to such amount as the 
Commissioners may from time to time fix; and any person failing to furnish such security 
within reasonable time, or within such time as the Commissioners may appoint, shall be held 
to have thereby forfeited his appointment, and may be removed from office.

6. Every person within whose premises any animal may die shal) within four hours 
after its death, or, if death occurs at night, within two hours after day-light, either remove 
at his own expense the carcass to such place as may be set apart by the Commissioners for 
the reception of such carcass, or report its death to the conservancy overseer of the 
division within which such premises may be situated; aud in such latter case shall pay to 
the said overseer the expense of removing the carcass at such rate as the Commissioners 
may determine ; aud in cases where the said person is not the owner of the aminal, and the 
owner is known, the owner shall alone be responsible for the payment of such expense, and 
such expense shall be recoverable as a debt due to the Commissioners.

This line of boundary commences at the hill station marked S* south of Betling Sib 
on the Jampoi range of hills forming the Hill Tipperah eastern frontier; it then runs along 
the whole course of the Tulenpui or Sujjuk river to its junction with the Kurnafuli river 
a little north of Demagiri; thence it continues eastwards along this stream up to the 
junction of the Tui Chong river, after which it follows the whole course of this river to a 
point immediately to the south-east of the hill station of the Oheephoom No. 5; then, 
turning westwards, crosses the Oheephoom range of hills and joins the Thega Khall at a 
point midway between the hill stations of Saichal, Nos. 2 and 8, after which it follows the 
course of the Thega Khall river to its source; then again turns south-westwards, and 
follows the watershed of the Weybong range of hills until it meets the southern hill 
station of Keokradong, on the south-eastern boundary of the Chittagong Hill Tracts, follow- 
ing the watershed until it meets the frontier of that portion of the Arracan Hill Tracts in 


which order and reguiarity are maintained.

certificate from a competent Customs or Excise authority of the United Kingdom that the 
spirit has already been subjected, under proper supervision in the United Kingdom, to a 
process by which it has been rendered effectually and permanently unfit for human 
consumption.

I am directed to forward, for the consideration of His Excellency the Viceroy and 
Governor-General in Council, an extract from a letter, dated 18th May 1876, regarding the 
solemnization of marriages by Methodist Episcopalian ministers. 

2. Under the Marriage Act (XV of 1872, Section 5,) marriages can be formed without 
licenses by persons “who have received episcopal ordination,” Mr. Parker desires to be 
informed whether Methodist Episcopalian ministers fal] within this category. 


Eztract from a letter, dated 13th May 1876, from the Superintendent, Methodist Episcopalian 
Missions for Rohilkhand, to Secretary to Government, North-Western Provinces. 


May I also be permitted to ask one question. In the Marriage Act XV of 1872, 
part I, paragraph 5, (1) (page 9), it is stated that “ marriages may be solemnized in India ” 
(1) “by any person who has received episcopal ordination, provided that the marriage be solemnized 
according to the rules, rites, ceremonies, and customs of the church of which he is a minister.” 

This cannot refer alone to the Church of England and the Church of Rome, for in part 
IV, paragranh 32—“Any person who has received episcopal ordination, but who is not a 
clergyman of the Church of England or of the Church of Rome,” is referred to. 

The ordained ministers of the “ Methodist Episcopa/ Church” in India have all received 
“episcopal ordination.” The form of ordination is the same, or nearly the same, as of the 
Church of England. Our ministers are all under the direction of the bishops of our Church. 
No one but a bishop can ordain to the ministry in our Church, Our own American Govern- 
ment accepts our Church as episcopal, 

Hence, with the above clause in the law, and with these well-known facts concerning the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, are not all ministers of this Charch, who have been duly ordained 
by a bishop, authorized to solemnize marriages without any further license ? 

The importance of this question lies in the fact that frequent transfers all over India 
cause much correspondence as marriage registrars, while if by virtue of the Act we are 
authorized, having been duly episcopally ordained, then all this extra licensing and changing 
of licenses each year, as men are transferred, is useless. As all of our ordained ministers are 
members of conferences wiich meet annually, and also under the direction of a bishop, there 
could be no danger of abuse or looseness in this work, as our own law in our Church does not 
allow any one to solemnize marriages who is not a regularly ordained minister, 

As we are thus regularly episeopally ordained, we trust that Government may consider it 
expedient to allow us to solemnize marriages by virtue of our ordination, as our own Govern« 
ment does in the United States of America. ; :

1. Spirit imported into British India for use exclusively in arts, manufactures, or chemis- 
try, which has been rendered effectually and permanently unfit for human consumption, is 
subject only to an ad-vaiorem duty of ten per cent, under Article 32, Schedule A of the 
Indian Tariff Act XVI of 1875. 

2. Whenever such spirit is imported from the United Kingdom into any port of the 
Bengal Presidency, before it can be admitted at the reduced rate of duty as aforesaid, the 
importer must satisfy the Collector of Customs at that port that the spirit has been rendered 
effectually and permanently unfit for human cousumption, by the production of a 
certificate from a competent Customs or Excise authority uf the United Kingdom that the 
spirit has already been subjected, under proper supervision in the United Kingdom, to a 
process by which it has been rendered effectually and permanently unfit for human 
consumption. 

3. If the importer cannot so satisfy the Collector of Customs, the latter shall cause 
such spirit to be examined, and, if necessary, rendered unfit for consumption in the manner 
hereinafter described as applicable to spirit imported from other countries than the United 
Kingdom. 

4. Whenever such spirit as aforesaid is imported from other countries than the United 
Kingdom into any port of the Bengal Presidency, the Collector of Customs at that port 
shall send a sample of such spirit to the Chemical Examiner for examination and report, at 
the expense of the importer, and if the Chemical Examiner shall certify that the spirit has 
been rendered effectually and permanently unfit for human consumption, the Collector of 
Customs shall admit it at the reduced rate of duty. 


5. Whenever imported spirit is required to be rendered effectually and permanently 
unfit for human consumption by officers of Customs Department, the ingredient to be used 
for admixture with the spirit shall be Caoutchoucine, and it shall be mixed with the'spirit in 
the proportion of one und a half per cent. 

6. Under the Board’s sanctivn in each instance, Wood Naptha can be used instead of 
Caoutchoucine in special cases, where the latter ingredient would damage the spirit so as to 
make it unsuitable for the purpose intended. 

7. The ingredient, however, before its admixture with the spirit, must be tested by the 
Chemical Examiner to Government, who must certify to the Collector of Customs that it is 
Caoutchoucine of the proper strength, fitted, if used in the proportions mentioned in Rule 5, 
to effectually and permanently render unpalatable and unfit for human consumption the spirit 
with which it is mixed. 

8. Any expense which may be incurred by the Collector of Customs in rendering spirit 
unfit for human consumption, or in ascertaining that it has been so rendered, must be paid 
by the importer.
